Norfolk County over the 
course of the last year and 
the factors that will shape 
the real estate market this 
year. 

O’Donnell, 59, has been 
the register of deeds since 
2003. Norfolk County in- 
cludes 28 cities and towns 
from the Boston suburbs in 
the northeast to the Rhode 
Island border in the south- 
west. Quincy is the county’s 
most populous community. 

Countywide, 18,325 
deeds were recorded at the 
registry in 2019, compared 
to the 18,125 that were filed 
throughout the course of 
2018, an increase of 200. 
The number of deeds filed 
for Quincy properties fell 
slightly, from 2,214 in 2018 
to 2,165 deeds in 2019, a de- 
crease of 49. 

O’Donnell said brokers 
continue to tell him there is a 
lack of inventory available, 
which has been the case for 
the past several years. 

“We hear from brokers 
that there is a shortage of 
inventory, meaning there is 


"Just not enough property out 


enough, WBZ Radio had a 
statistic where they said in 
1988 the average age to up- 
grade a house was 36 years 
old. In 2019, the average 
age when you upgrade on 
a house is 55,” O’Donnell 
said, later clarifying that 
upgrading a house means 
moving from one home to a 
larger one. 

“That tells me a couple 
things. First of all, people 
are staying in their houses 
longer. They are not selling 
their house like years ago, 
maybe in the 1960s when 
my parents bought, you 
would buy and try to up- 
grade. 

“I think it also tells me 
the younger people, for 
whatever reason, aren’t get- 
ting into the market sooner. 
They may be renting here in 
Quincy or renting in South 
Boston and not getting into 
the market and buying a 
starter home until later in 
life.” 

While the number of 
deeds recorded was relative- 
ly flat, the number of mort- 
gages recorded at the regis- 
try was up both countywide 


24,504 mortgages recorded 
in the county in 2018, which 
rose to 29,740 last year, an 
increase of 5,236. In Quin- 
cy, the number of mortgages 
rose from 2,607 in 2018 to 
3,022 in 2019, an increase 
of 415. 

O’Donnell said low in- 
terest rates are encouraging 
people to refinance their 
mortgages. In addition, 
homeowners might also be 
taking out mortgages to ren- 
ovate their homes instead of 
purchasing a new one. 

“People may be using 
the mortgages and refinanc- 
ing to stay in their house, to 
renovate it, to make it a little 
bigger,” he said. 

The increase in mortgage 
activity, O’Donnell added, 
also shows that people want 
to remain in their communi- 
ties, including Quincy. 

“People want to live 
in Quincy. A lot of people 
who grew up in Quincy 
want to stay in Quincy. A 
lot of people that have left 
Quincy want to come back 
to Quincy,” O’Donnell said. 
“I think that is probably re- 
flected in this notion that we

gage activity. I think that’s 
because people get into a 
community they like, like 
Quincy, and they want to 
stay here.” 

O’Donnell identified 
several factors that make 
Quincy an attractive place 
to live. 

“There seems to be a vi- 
brancy about Quincy. You 
have construction of units, 
whether they are -condo- 
miniums or apartments. The 
downtown has been reno- 
vated and is beautiful. There 
is a lot of attraction to Quin- 
cy, I think, for someone who 
wants to raise a family. You 
have a tradition of quality of 
education, good sports and 
fine arts programs,” he said. 

“Anything near water, 
I think, people find attrac- 
tive. Here you are in a city, 
but you can walk a beach 
not a quarter of a mile away. 
There is accessibility, not 
only to Boston through pub- 
lic transportation, but there 
is accessibility being near 
the highway system that can 
get you down the Cape. It’s 
just a nice location.

QHS Class Of 1973 Memorial 
Scholarship ‘Paying It Forward’ 


The original idea for the QHS Class of 73 scholarship 
came from Class President Diane Uvanitti Kirk, back around 
1978. She had a friend named Karen, both being from Broad 
Meadows Junior High. Sadly, Karen Wahlberg passed away 
before the Class of 73’s first reunion. Irene Tragellis also 
passed away not long after graduation, and, since all three 
girls shared the same homeroom, it is understandable that 
Diane took both losses hard. She wanted to do something, 
something that could honor her classmates that had passed 
away so young. Something that would represent the class of 
"73 and also touch young people in the future in a meaning- 
ful way. 

Initially, she did not find much support for this idea. 

However, over time the idea of establishing a scholarship 
not only remained in the back of her mind, it grew. 
- The years passed by, so did many reunions, and Diane, 
along with the reunion committee remained faithful, plan- 
ning a reunion every fifth year for classmates who were by 
then, scattered all over the country. At some point, Diane 
shared her idea and received some positive feedback. 

Diane turned to Chris Toy first, trusting his expertise, 
then reached out to John Whitney (known to this day as 
Duke to most of us) and Emilie DiTullio Fantasia to estab- 
lish a board that would oversee and hopefully grow the fund 
in the years to come. At the time, the 645 strong Class of 
"73 was the largest to have wandered the halls of QHS and 
the Voc-Tech. 

Board member and classmate Chris Toy explains that 
when he first heard the idea of a scholarship, one of the first 
classmates he thought of was Irene Tragellis. He describes 
thinking of Irene as his little sister. He notes that despite her 
seemingly frequent absences from school, she participated 
in many endeavors while a member of our class. They in- 
cluded three years of Latin Club, FHA (Future Homemakers 
of America) working on the Nurse’s Staff and participating 
with the development of the Class of ’73 yearbook, known 
as Goldenrod. Chris says he remembers feeling shocked to 
hear of Irene’s passing while he was in his first year at Bow- 
doin College. It was his memory of Irene that motivated him 
to'come aboard and work on this scholarship fund. 

Emilie DiTullio Fantasia, also a classmate and- board 
member talks about how unique and significant the Class of 
73 was then and still is now. She talks about how simple life 
seemed back then. Students were not attached to electronics. 
She recalls how the class was among those first to ‘recycle. 


We all used paper, not plastic and there was very little waste, - 


Emilie remembers Woedstock: and. it being<about Jove-and 
peace. 400,000 pédplé-cime together there! They stent

music, took care of each other, shared their food and shelter, 
and actually cleaned up when they left. She recalls protest- 
ing the Vietnam War in order to bring our boys home. She 
remembers bell bottoms and beads, and that'life was about 
love. These are the memories she shares and they also drive 
her desire to participate in the Scholarship Fund. 

Apparently, John (Duke) Whitney’s motivations were 
slightly different from the others. Like the rest, when asked 
to play a role in the fund, Duke immediately agreed. Duke 
says he instantly recognized that by participating, it would 
give back in a general sense, and at the same time represent 
the Class of 73 in a positive light. Duke has belonged to 
several charitable organizations which support hundreds of 
homeless students in Quincy, enables many to attend their 
Senior Proms, and none of these students are known to 
Duke personally. As a senior attending Quincy High School, 
Duke was awarded the Unsung Hero Award by the Class of 
65 for his football accomplishments. The award is special to 
Duke because it was named after Paul V. Grasso, who was 
a Marine killed in Vietnam. Duke believes that as the Class 
of 73 makes awards’ to class members in the future, those 
recipients will remember our class, hopefully in the same 
way he had always appreciated the Paul V. Grasso award. 

Diane, Chris, Duke and Emilie went on to make this 
dream a reality, although each had their own ideas and per- 
sonal motivation. 

In 2018, the class celebrated its 45th reunion. During the 
evening a moving video tribute was shown which portrayed 
its class members who have gone on ahead of us since 1973, 
each much too young. Regretfully, since that time that list 
has grown. Watching the tribute was a somber and bitter- 
sweet moment for all who came together that,evening. It 
was also a reminder of how quickly time can fly. 

The fund was unveiled’ at the reunion, and it is now a 
reality.:To me, the fund is a way to impact on future se- 
lected students and their ability to pursue a college or post 
high school technical education. The current goal set by the 
Board is to have the fund reach $10,000.00 by the’ class’s 
50th reunion, which will occur jn 2023. That still gives us 
a little over three years to get there. The hope is that at that 
time, we can select the first,senior class members at Quincy 
High School to:award scholarships, continuing yearly there- 
after. Something that, even after we are all gone, will, in the 
words of Chris Toy,,go “Paying it Forward.”

In a skillet, heat the oil until hot and 
sauté onion and garlic until onion is lucid. 
Sauté the meat until meat is browned. Add 
can of tomatoes and simmer, stir and cook 
for 20 minutes 

While sauce is simmering cook spaghetti 
according to directions. 

Drain spaghetti and while hot fold in 
cream cheese until evenly distributed and 
blended. 

Add the cooked spaghetti and one half 
grated cheese (1/4 cup). Toss until cheese 
is melted. 

In a9 x 12 baking dish put layer of sauce 
on bottom add all of the spaghetti and turn 
until all spaghetti is covered with sauce then 
add rest of meat sauce and then with the 
rest of the grated cheese and mozzarella. 

Bake at 350 degrees in oven until top is 
bubbly.

Hemophilia is a blood 
clotting disorder caused by 
a genetic mutation. A pro- 
tein called clotting factor is 
essential for blood to clot 
properly, and people with 
hemophilia have little or no 
clotting factor. Genes are 
responsible for determining 
how the body makes blood 
clotting factors. A defect 
in the gene responsible for 
making blood clotting fac- 
tors can result in hemophil- 
ia. 

Most people with hemo- 
philia are male but in rare 
cases, females can also have 
this disorder. The gene re- 


sponsible for making clot- 
ting factors is carried on the 
X chromosome. Females 
possess two X _ chromo- 
somes (XX) and males have 
one X and one Y chromo- 
some (XY). Because males 
only get one X chromo- 
some, they only have one 
copy of most of the genes 
on the X chromosome and 
will thus have hemophilia 
if the gene is defective on 
the X chromosome. When 
a female has hemophilia it 
means both X chromosomes 
are affected, or one chro- 
mosome is affected and the 
other is inactive or missing. 
When a female has one af- 
fected X chromosome she 
is considered a carrier of 


hemophilia, and can pass 
the affected chromosome 
on to her child. Female car- 
riers may also exhibit some 
symptoms of hemophilia. 

There are 3 types of he- 
mophilia. 

1. Hemophilia A (Clas- 
sic Hemophilia) - missing 
or low levels of clotting fac- 
tor VIII. This. accounts for 
about 80% of all cases of 
hemophilia. 

2. Hemophilia B (Christ- 
mas Disease) - missing or 
low levels of clotting factor 
IX. 

3. Acquired or sporadic 
— This type is rare. People 
with acquired or sporadic 
hemophilia are not born 
with the disorder but they

develop it later in life and 
the body begins to produce 
antibodies that attack the 
clotting factors and prevent 
them from functioning nor- 
mally. 

Since the blood does not 
clot properly, bleeding is the 
chief symptom of hemophil- 
ia. Bleeding in various parts 
of the body can cause differ- 
ent symptoms, including: 

* Bruising . 

¢ Joint pain and swelling 
from bleeding in joints 

¢ Heavy bleeding from 
minor cuts 

* Blood in the urine or 
stool 

* Nosebleeds that are fre- 
quent and difficult to stop 

¢ Bleeding mouth and 
gums 

* Bleeding after injec- 
tions 

Hemophilia can result in 
life-threatening complica- 
tions from internal bleeding 
in the brain. Even a minimal 
bump on the head can trig- 
ger bleeding in the brain in 
patients with hemophilia. 
Approximately 10% of pa- 
tients with severe hemophil- 
ia develop internal bleeding 
in the brain, and about 30% 
can die from this complica- 
tion. 

Signs and- symptoms 
of bleeding in the brain in- 
clude: 

* Vomiting 

¢ Painful headaches 

¢ Neck pain or stiffness 

¢ Double vision 

¢ Sleepiness 

¢ Behavioral changes 

¢ Weakness

* Loss of coordination 

¢ Problems walking 

¢ Seizures 

Von Willebrand disease 
(VWD) is another form 
of clotting disorder which 
may be confused with He- 
mophilia; however it is not 
the same as hemophilia. 
Hemophilia is caused by a 
problem with clotting fac- 
tors VIII or [IX while VWD 
is initiated by a problem 
with a different clotting fac- 
tor called von Willebrand 
factor. Von Willebrand dis- 
ease is more common than 
hemophilia, affecting up to 
2% of the population, typi- 
cally presenting with milder 
symptoms, and affecting 
males and females equally. 

The main treatment for 
hemophilia is to replace the 
missing clotting factor in a 
treatment called replace- 
ment therapy. Clotting fac- 
tor VIII (for hemophilia A) 
or clotting factor IX (for 
hemophilia B) are admin- 
istered through intravenous 
infusion and can usually 
be done at home to help 
prevent bleeding episodes. 
Other treatments for hemo- 
philia include the hormone 
desmopressin, which is used 
to treat people who have 
mild hemophilia A. It can- 
not be used to treat severe 
hemophilia A or hemophilia 
B of any form. Antifibrinol- 
ytic medications which help 


“ prevent blood clots from 


breaking down may also 
be used along with replace- 
ment therapy. Gene therapy 
is not yet an accepted treat-

ment for hemophilia but re- 
searchers are exploring this 
as a potential treatment for 
the future. 

Currently no cure exists 
for hemophilia. In rare cas- - 
es, those afflicted with he- 
mophilia that have had liver 
transplants have been cured. 
Clotting factor is produced 
in the liver, and in these 
cases the new livers the pa- 
tients received made normal 
amounts of clotting factors. 
Nevertheless, transplants 
are precarious procedures 
that are only performed on 
patients whose lives are at 
risk due to impaired liver 
function, and they are not 
used to cure hemophilia. 
The deciding factor in re- 
gards to the life expectancy 
of patients with hemophilia 
is receiving appropriate 
treatment. Patients who do 
not receive suitable treat- 
ment may die in childhood. 
With adequate treatment life 
expectancy for those with 
hemophilia is only approxi- 
mately 10 years less than the 
overall population.

‘Wildly Exciting: Quincy Homestead And The 
Invention Of Preservation Architecture’ Topic 


Many know that the 
(Dorothy) Quincy Home- 
stead was designated a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark in 
2005 due to its unique archi- 
tecture, but few are familiar 
with the story of its early 
1904 restoration by historic 
architect Joseph Everett 
Chandler (1863-1945). 

Chandler became nation- 
ally known for his restora- 
tions of historic houses, 
often in collaboration with 
progressive women social 
reformers of his time, in- 
cluding the National Society 
of the Colonial Dames of 
America in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts 
(NSCDA-MA). 

* Chandler’s collabora- 
tion with the NSCDA-MA 
at Quincy led to one of the 
first American restorations 
that carefully preserved both 
the history and architectural 
fabric of an historic house. 
At the Quincy Homestead, 
Chandler formulated some 


of the archaeological tech- 
niques he used in his sub- 
sequent restorations, which 
included the Paul Revere 
House and Old State House 
in Boston and the House of 
the Seven Gables in Salem. 
Chandler restored a hundred 
old houses, including three 
dozen which now function 
as museums. He also wrote 
the definitive text The Colo- 
nial House (1916). 
Celebrated by the Bos- 
ton press as an “Architec- 
tural Sherlock Holmes,” 
Chandler carefully sought 
clues to a house’s history 
and peeled back the: layers 
to get to the truth. In 1904 
he wrote the NSCDA-MA 
about the Quincy Home- 
stead, “It was wildly excit- 
ing pulling down that plaster 
facing painted in imitation 
of real brick work and find- 
ing the original old scarred 
fireplace with blackened 
bricks and the supports for 
the crane still there, and 


even the old smoke flue for 
the oven.” Later in his ca- 
reer Chandler dramatically 
staged fireplace reveals for 
clients, like the host of a 
home improvement televi- 
sion show. A chapter in The 
Colonial House warned 
homeowners “What NOT to 
Do!” 

Intrigued to hear about 
what Chandler found to be 
“wildly _ exciting” during 
his career and eager to hear 
more about Chandler’s res- 
toration efforts and his in- 
fluence on the Homestead’s 
current architecture? Save 
the date and plan to attend 
the lecture “Wildly Excit- 
ing: Quincy Homestead and 
the Invention of Preserva- 
tion Architecture” on Satur- 
day, Feb. 1, 10:30 a.m. at the 
Quincy Historical Society. 
The lecture will be deliv- 
ered by Timothy T. Orwig, 
PhD, who teaches art and 
architectural history at Bos- 
ton College. In his publica- 


tions, Professor Orwig has 
investigated the successes 
and failures of the historic 
preservation movement. He 
is the leading authority on 
Joseph Everett Chandler, 
the subject of his disserta- 
tion and upcoming book.

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Ask Rusty: Can My 
Husband Use The 
‘Restricted Application?’

Dear Rusty: My question is about the “restricted appli- 
cation for spousal benefits only” I saw referenced in an arti- 
cle. I will turn 66 in February and have applied for my “full 
retirement benefit” and will continue to work full time. My 
husband turned 66 this month and has not yet applied for his 
benefits. According to the Social Security paperwork sent 
to us, I will receive about $1900 a month and my husband, 
who is self-employed, would only receive $500 to $600. If 
my. husband claimed “spousal benefits only” using the re- 
stricted application, would I still receive my $1900 and he 
would receive 50% of that for an estimated total of $2850? 
Doesn’t seem to make sense to me! As you can see, we must 
be in denial of our age and are not knowledgeable about 
Social Security!! Signed: Inquisitive Senior 

Dear Inquisitive: Based on the amounts you quoted in 
your email (which I assume were recent estimates from the 
Social Security Administration), your husband should claim 
his own benefits this month and then claim his normal spou- 
sal benefit in February when your benefits start. Since your 
husband has already reached his full retirement age of 66, 
his spousal benefit will be the full 50% of the benefit you 
are entitled to when you reach your full retirement age in 
February. 

Although your husband qualifies for and can submit | a 

“restricted application for spousal benefits only” (as de- 
scribed in the article you read), there is little reason for him 
to do so because his own benefit, even if he delays claiming 
it until he is 70, will be less than his spousal benefit from 
your record. Instead, since his spousal benefit from you will 
be the highest amount he will ever be eligible for, he can just 
claim his own benefit first and then claim his regular spousal 
benefit to begin when your Social Security ‘fetirement ben- 
efit starts. Here’s why: 

If your husband’s current benefit at his full retirement 
age (FRA) would be $600 and he’s not. yet collecting, he 
could earn delayed retirement credits (DRCs) at a rate of 
0.667 per month of delay (8% per year of delay). That will 
mean his own benefit would be 32% more at age 70. then 
he is now eligible for at his FRA, which means his maxi- 
mum benefit on his own earnings record will be $792/month 
($600 plus 32%). ; 

The only reason to file the restricted application (for 
which he is eligible only because he was born before Janu- 
ary 2, 1954) is to let his own benefit grow while he collects 
a spousal benefit, so he can switch to his own higher benefit 
later. But since his spousal benefit from you will be about 
$950 - more than the maximum benefit he can get from his 
own record at age 70 - his most prudent choice would be 
to simply claim his own benefit now and apply for his nor- 
mal spousal benefit to start when your SS benefit starts in 
February. No need for him to file the restricted application 
because his own benefit will never be higher than his spou- 
sal benefit. And just for complete clarity, your husband col- 
lecting his spousal benefit from you will not affect your own 
Social Security retirement benefit in any way.

The JP Fuji Group is in 
the midst of negotiating a 
lease for a new restaurant in 
Quincy that would replace 
Bistro Chi, a now-closed 
Quincy Center eatery.

The parcels at 23- 
29 Cottage Ave. and 31-39 
Cottage Ave. were taken so 
‘that Cottage Avenue could 
be widened, and a new park 
will be built on the remain- 
ing land. 

Tony Liang, the COO of 
the JP Fuji Group, told the 
Board of License Commis- 
sioners on Jan. 7 that his 
company is in the process of 
negotiating a lease for a new 


restaurant space to which | 


Bistro Chi’s liquor license 
could be transferred. 

“I just want to apologize 
for the delay in determining 
the use of the license that 
was used at Bistro Chi,”

Liang said. “It’s been kind 
of a long process for us to 
find the proper location for 
us to utilize the license. We 


are very selective in the area 


where open a business.” 

He said the company has 
been discussing a new lease 
with a landlord for the past 
four weeks and the agree- 
ment could be finalized 
within the next four weeks: 
Liang said it was too soon to 
specify where the new res- 
taurant would be located.

The com- 
pany’s lease for the space 
has also ended, she said.

well-run and they try to be 
forward thinking on a lot of 
issues. It doesn’t just hap- 
pen. Some of it is economic 
factors and some of it is the 
hard work of the managers 
of the city — the mayor and 
the City Council — to keep 
working on issues to make 
Quincy an attractive place 
to live.” 

O’Donnell said other 
Norfolk County communi- 
ties that are in-demand in- 
clude Brookline, Needham 
and Wellesley, in part be- 
cause of their proximity to 
Boston, and his hometown 
of Norwood. 

“You have a lot of com- 
munities that seem to be 
mirroring what Quincy is 
going through,” he stated. 

The average sales price 
for all Quincy properties — 
commercial and residential 
— decreased by 20 percent 
between 2018 and 2019; 
the average sales price for 
2019 was $576,678. The 
total sales volume for com- 
mercial and residential de- 
creased 24 percent from 
2018 to 2019; the total sales 
volume was $771 million 
last year. 

O’Donnell noted, how- 
ever, that the 2018 numbers 
were impacted by the sale 
of the Quincy Marriott hotel 
for $80 million in January of 
that year and a pair of $64.2 
million apartment complex 
transactions that June. 

While the number of 
deeds recorded at the reg- 
istry changed little between 
2018 and 2019, there was 
an uptick in the final quarter 
of last year compared to the 
same quarter the prior year. 

In the last three months 
of 2019, 4,935 deeds were 
recorded countywide, com- 
pared to 4,464 recorded in 
the same period of 2018. 
The number of deeds filed 
for Quincy properties in- 
creased to 625 in the last 
quarter of 2019 compared 
to the 557 recorded during 
the same three-month span 
in 2018. 

“It certainly was a busy 
quarter. Sales were up,” 
O’Donnell said. “People 
want to live in these towns.” 

“The brokers say if they 
get a listing, it’s going to 
sell,” he added. “It’s just 
they wish they had more 
listings.” 

O’Donnell noted Beacon 
Hill lawmakers voted to in- 
crease filing fees for most 
documents at the state’s 
registries of deeds, except 


for homestead declarations, 
Starting Jan. 1, with-the ad- 
ditional revenue going to 
community preservation 
funding. 

“It motivated people to 
get in before Dec. 31,” he 
said. “Typically, December 
can be a slow month... but it 
was busy right through.” 

The average sales price 
for Quincy properties, resi- 
dential and commercial, in 
the fourth quarter. of last 
year was $668,196, up 24 
percent from the same quar- 
ter in 2018. The total sales 
volume during ‘he final 
quarter of 2019 was $253 
million, up 29 percent from 
the period in 2018. 

The number of foreclo- 
sures continued to décrease 
last year in both the county 
and in Quincy. 

There were’ 146 foreclo- 
sure deeds — the final step 
in the foreclosure process 
— filed countywide in 2019, 
down from 221 in 2018. 
There were 14 foreclosure 
deeds filed for Quincy prop- 
erties in 2019, down from 
22 the prior year. 

The number of notices 
to foreclose, the first step 
in the process, likewise de- 
creased. Countywide, 619 
such notices were filed in 
2018, which dropped to 
463 last year. In Quincy, the 
number of notices to fore- 
close went from 61 in 2018 
to 43 in 2019. 

O’Donnell said home- 
Owners at risk of foreclo- 
sure Can reach out to a pair 
of Quincy-based non-profit 
organizations, Quincy Com- 
munity Action Programs 
and NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, for counsel- 
ling. 

“You’re lucky here in 
Quincy,” he said. “You have 
the Quincy Community Ac- 
tion Programs here. That is 
a non-profit social-service 
agency that helps ‘people 
in sO many ways...one of 
the ways they help people 
in Quincy and across the 
county, because we’ve part- 
nered up with them, is for 
people who are struggling 
with foreclosure. You have 
a non-profit agency like 
Quincy Community Ac- 
tion Programs and you also 
have NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, which has a 
presence here in Quincy, 
and they give help to people 
who are struggling with 
foreclosure. 

“If any of your readers 
are- facing economic dif- 
ficulties paying their mort-

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gage, they should reach out 
immediately to these groups 
and get the help.” 

Both organizations offer 
their services in Quincy and 
other nearby communities, 
O’Donnell said; the Attor- 


ney General’s Office also 


has resources available to 
residents. 

When it comes to the 
property market for 2020, 
O’Donnell said inventory, 
or lack thereof, will contin- 
ue to be a major factor. 

“There are so many fac- 
tors,” he said of this year’s 
real estate market. “First 
of all, the discussion we 
just had on the continuing 
challenges with housing in- 
ventory, especially starter 
residences. I don’t see that 
getting better. Housing in 
general is a big issue here 
in the Boston metropolitan 
area, in Massachusetts and 
some would say across the 
country. 

“Anecdotally, the bro- 
kers are saying we need 
more listings. I see that as 
still being a factor. Hous- 
ing construction just doesn’t 
seem to be keeping up with 
demand.” 

National and internation- 
al events will also shape the 
market. 

“There could be a poten- 
tial slowdown in economic 
growth, which could affect 
demand and supply. We’ll 
see there. I did get a degree 
in economics, but I do not 
profess to be an economist,” 
O’Donnell said. 

“International events 
could affect the economy. 


The presidential election 
upcoming could affect the 
economic. Cleary, the ac- 
tions of the Federal Reserve 
have an impact on real es- 
tate sales — interest rates go- 
ing up, interest rates going 
down. Right now, it seems 
to be a relatively low-inter- 
est-rate environment and it 
seems that is going to con- 


tinue for a little bit anyway, - 


and then it is really up to the 
Federal Reserve.” 

In addition to recording 
various real estate docu- 
ments, O’Donnell’s office 
also offers a consumer no- 
tification service to alert 
residents of potential fraud. 
Residents can sign up for 
the service online at nor- 
folkdeeds.org or over the 
phone by calling 781-461- 
6101. 

Once residents sign up 
for the notifications, they 
receive an email any time 
a document is filed in their 
name at the registry. 

“Any time a document 
gets touched at the registry 
or recorded in the name of 
a William O’Donnell, I get 
an email,” O’Donnell said. 
“Sometimes it’s William J. 
O’Donnell — I’m William P.

prevent the fraud, but you 
can take steps to limit the 
damage from the fraud.” 
O’Donnell said residents 
should also be wary of any 
company offering access to 
registry documents for more 
than what they would cost to 
get from the registry itself. 
“We’ve seen in Norfolk 
County deed scams where 
people get solicited for any- 
where from $60 to $86 to get 


you a copy of your deed,” 
he said. “When we have of- 
fice hours here in Quincy, 
we certify the deed free for 
people, so people shouldn’t 
be paying anywhere from 
$60 to $86. 

“Come to the’Registry of 
Deeds. Typically, it would 
cost $2, but when we’re out 
doing outreach events... you 
can come in and we will cer- 
tify it for nothing.” 


Winter Street Apartments Approved

A non-profit agency’s re- 
quest to build a three-story 
building with 18 studio 
apartments on Winter Street 
in Quincy Point received the 
greenlight from the city’s 
Planning Board. 

NeighborWorks _Hous- 
ing Solutions, which is 
based out of Quincy, pro- 


posed constructing the new - 


building at 54-56 Winter St. 
The parcels, which include 
20,000 square feet of land in 
a Business B zoning district, 
are now home to four multi- 
family homes that include a 
total of nine apartments and 
20 bedrooms, according to 
Robert Corley, the executive 
director of NeighborWorks. 

The organization cur- 
rently owns those four 
houses and rents them to 
low-income residents. The

homes require renovation, 
Corley said, and it makes 
more sense to construct the 
new building than it would 
to overhaul the existing 
structures. 

“They need renovation. 
To renovate them in any sig- 
nificant way — with the type 
of structure they are and the 
layout they are in — doesn’t 
make a lot of sense,” he said. 

“We are asking for per- 
mission to raze those prop- 
erties and develop a smaller, 
more efficient — from a 
management _ perspective, 
but also from an energy 
consumption _ perspective 
— property to replace these 
units.” 

The new building would 
continue to house low-in- 
come residents from Quin- 
cy and other communities. 
NeighborWorks will partner

NeighborWorks had ini- 
tially proposed building a 
20-car parking lot next to 
the new building. Corley 
however, said residents of 
the new. building were un- 
likely to own vehicles and 
Gregory Galvin, the Plan- 
ning Board’s vice chairman, 
Suggested the number of 
parking spaces could be re- 
duced to 18 with additional 
green space added. ~ 

“I’m not a big fan of as- 
phalt,” Galvin said. “I un- 
derstand you don’t want to 
have too few parking spac- 
es, but if you are never go- 
ing to use 20 parking spac- 
es, landscaping is a much 
better use.” 

The board, in approv- 
ing the proposal, did grant 
NeighborWorks permission 
to reduce the size of the 
parking lot to 18 spaces. 


Ward 2 Councillor Brad ° 


Croall, the neighborhood’s 
ward councillor, spoke in fa- 
vor of the proposal. He said 
the city needs more afford- 
able housing. 
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“When we think about 
diversity in housing stock 
in the city, and this is just 
my Own opinion, I think we 
need to do better with pro- 
viding affordable. . .oppor- 
tunities for people to live,” 
Croall said. “I really think 
that’s an area the city needs 
to improve and here is an 
Opportunity.” 

Croall said Neighbor- 
Works has proven track 
record in the area; the orga- 
nization was responsible for 
Kendrigan Place and Winter 
Gardens, both of which are 
on Winter Street, and The 
Watson, which is located 
nearby on East Howard 
Street. 

“I know NeighborWorks 
to be nothing but top-shelf 
and their portfolio up and 
down Winter Street and 
along East Howard ‘Street 
speaks to that.

cy Fire Department as a fire- 
fighter in 1985 at the age of 
‘30. He had been a carpenter 
and taught night school pri- 
or to joining the department, 
and credited his late father, 
Frank, for encouraging him 
to become a firefighter. 

“He was smart enough 
to see that I might enjoy 
this job — it might be a good 
thing for me,” Cadegan said

Housing Authority Receives $72,000 Grant 


The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority recently received a 
$72,000 federal grant that 
will be used to fund case- 
workers who will help resi- 
dents of public and vouch- 
er-assisted housing further 
their education, gain skills, 
and build savings. 

The grant was awarded 
from the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment’s Family Self- 
Sufficiency (FSS) Program. 
Program funding helps local 
public housing authorities 
to hire service coordina- 
tors who work directly with 
residents to connect them 
with existing programs and 
services in the local com- 
munity. These service -co- 
ordinators build relation- 
ships with networks of local 
service providers, which 
provide direct assistance to 
FSS participants. The broad 
spectrum of services made 


possible through FSS en- - 


ables participating families 
to find jobs and increase 
their income and savings. 
Thirty-one housing au- 
thorities throughout Mas- 
sachusetts, plus the state it- 
self, were awarded the HUD 
grants on Jan. 7. The grants 
total more than $3.5 million. 
“As someone who grew 


up in public housing, I know 
firsthand the hardships 
families face who depend 
on housing subsidies, espe- 
cially as the cost of living 
continues to increase,” U.S. 
Rep. Stephen F. Lynch said 
in a statement announcing 
the grant.

Call it a fourth-quarter 
comeback for the North 
Quincy High boys’ basket- 
ball team.

The City conducted an audit of the approximate 23,500 water service records on file and identified 60 addresses that may have a lead or lead-lined water

view a list of the 60 addresses that may have a lead or lead-lined service connection. Currently, the City is mandated by the MassDEP to test 15 the 60 resi- 
dences witha known lead or lead-lined water service and 2 schools bi-annually. The lead and copper sampling results which were collected during the fall 
Of 2019 indicated that 2 of the 15 residences tested were found with levels above the action level set by the DEP. Each school tested below the action level. 

Exposure to lead poses a serious health risk to children, particularly those 5 years of age and younger. While the majority of children’s lead exposure 
comes from sources such:as soil contamination, dust, or paint chips, lead in drinking water can be a contributing factor to overall lead exposure. Lead is not 
a common.contaminant in drinking water when it is distributed through the public water supply. 

The City’s. water distribution system does not contain lead above the drinking water standards, although lead service pipes, fixtures soldered with lead 
or.the age.of some fixtures can add lead to tap. water. Quincy's water is supplied by the Massachusetts Water Resources Authority (MWRA), which was 
created ini#985.

Clobbered Porcelain --- 

The English word “clob- 
bered” has been used since 
at least the 1600s, but its 
meaning has changed. It 
still means beaten up, bad- 
ly injured or damaged. But 
the word had a very differ- 
ent meaning in the 1700s. It 
describes porcelain dishes 
or ornaments with blue- 
and-white underglaze dec- 
oration that were altered. 
And in an auction catalog 
or antiques display, the 
clobbered alterations are 
not bad and not damaging, 
but enhancing, and not a 
reason to pay a lower price. 
The Chinese made most of 
the blue-and-white pieces 
in the late 1700s to early 
1800s. They were shipped 
to many countries and 
overpainted with colored 
glazes because the public 
would pay more for col- 
ored urns or dishes. The 
decorations did not follow 
‘the - blue-and-white ~ out- 
lines of the original glaze, 
but were applied as new 
pictures and ornamental 
designs over the old glaze. 
The English did the same 
overglaze decorating, but 
many thought it was dam- 
aged, not improved. The
